He was much refreshed by his sleep of 
sight hours—unbroken sleep, save when gently 
aroused to take nourishment at regular intervals. 
During the early morning the patient had occa- 
sional attacks of coughing. His breathing during 
the night was comfortable. Dr. J. H. Douglas and 
George F. Shrady remained with him al 
night, and Col. Fred Grant was in the 
Ded-room of his dying father most of the time 
Bhortly after midnight the outer doors were closed 
and the lights burning in the upper windows turned 
low. About 2:80 o'clock, a bright light appeared in 
the windows of the library whichjadjoins the room 
Occupied by Gen. Grant, and the formg of Drs. 
Douglas and Sbrady, were seen moving be 
hind the shade. Fitful gusts of rain peltered 
against the window paves, and a heavy mist pre- 
vailed during the moraing hours. The only persons 
who trod the walks on the block where the Grant 
residence is located, wert a score of reporters and 
three policemen, and they found the rain and mist 
o disagreeable that the shelter of opposite door 
ways was sought.

Fletcher stated to inquiring friends that be had left

reach that city toemorrow (Sunday) morning. He 
means to stop for a few hours at Austin, Texas, 
and will then. in all probability,come straight home. 
Some of the members of the family here, however, 
are unable to understand why he should stop at 
Austin unless he means to go over to Concho Coyp- 
ty to see his daughter, Mrs. Perry Bartholow, who 
is living on a ranche near Painted Rock. If be dos 
this,it may be two weeks or more before he returng 
to St. Louis, and unless he means to visit Mra 
Bartholow his stop at Austin is moteasily expii 


cable. 

Indeed the mystery of the disappearance i 
still v far from being cleared up. Ihe worting 
of the dispatch sent from Laredo by Gov. Fletcher 
this morning is peculiar. Why does he thank God 
that he is here from Matamoras? The information 
concerning him, while certain, is very meager. He 
telegraphed to Lieut. J. M. Burns at San Antonio, 
from Fort Ringgold. that he was there, out of 
money, and that he wished to go to San Antonio, 
The Lieutenant telegraphed $50 to him aud notified 
Mrs. Fletcher, as was stated yesterday in these 
columns.

explanation. That the Governor was not in &. 
Louis is now beyond a doubt, and vet there are 
te like Messrs. Matthews, Whittaker, Foote,

who are ali more or less confident that they 
talked with Governor Fletcher after nis family bad 
lost track of him. Thus the case sums up: that 
these persons were wrong, and that Governor 
Fletcher was thousands of miles away from we 
persons who recognized him.

When life has become 
a hopeless burden to a man, and hea heavy bur- 
den to his family, and all concerned feel that 
his death would be a relief all around, law and 
philosophy still deny the mercy of his taking 
off, because of the effect on others than those 
immediately concerned. Even stoic rational- 
ism, taking a broader view of this matter, must 
forbid it, because the precedent would widen 
over too much doubtful killing, gradually 
deadening the sense of the sacredness of human 
life as compared with that of the beasts. There 
is so much suicidal despair that might be out- 
lived with advantage to the individual and his 
relations that you cannot trust the man’s own 
judgment, much less the judgment of those 
who are willing to be rid of him and his suf- 
ferings. Nature's law isthe highest law, and 
there is a prima facie heresy in any philosophy 
which presumes to set other bounds than those 
which nature has assigned to the duration of 


human life.

reproduction of that sans-culotte frenzy which 
Thiers, Cariyle and Taine have immortalized. The 
final outcome of the disgraceful business 
cannot yet be predicted. De Freycinet has 
ried to form a new ministry only failed, 
and it is said that Deves will now make 
the attempt. The successor of Ferry, who- 
ever he, may be, will not have a bed of 
roses; will not have anything except the hopeless 
task of conciliating irreconcilable factions, and the 
certainty of receiving for his best efforts more 
curses and kicks than thanks.

The house is 
pullt by C. L. Tiffany, the Union Square jeweler, 
but the details have been left entirely with his son, 
Louis C. Tiffany, the artist, who has acted im con- 
junction with the architects, There is a basement 
ofastory anda half of North River blue-stone;

The town residence of Jay Gould is on the north- 
east corner of Forty-seventh street and Fifth ave- 
nue. It is a plain, three-story and mansard roof 
brown-stone houso, once occupied by Mayor Op- 
dyke. It cost $300,000, and as much more has been 
spent in its decoration and furnishing.

very high rank, 


The Secretary of State writes a pre-eminently 
literary band. It is to be inferred from the senti- 
ment to which he has ap his signature that 
he bas not a very high opi of the beauty of his 
ewn fist, and it will be generally admitted that it is 
not overburdened with legibility. If every man. 
woman and child in the United States didu't know 
better, the signature of the New Secretary of 
State might be taken to be T. FT. Mayond,” T. F. 
S. Gayard,” or any one of a half-dozen combina- 
tions of letters Mr. Bayard’s writing has the 
“dashed-off” characteristic of editorial copy.“ 
It looks like the writing of aman who, having well 
matured his subject, loses no time in setting down 
what he has to say. 


The above specimen from the pen of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior suggests a conspicuously delib- 
erate method.
